OFFICIAL STATEMENT FOLLOWS. 

“Western front: The operations 
west of the Meuse (Verdun front) 
during recent days have been car- 
ried out principally by brave 
Pomeranian troops. They were at- 
tended by great difficulties, but with 
moderate losses, were successful. 
Notwithstanding the tenacious de- 
tense and furious counter-attcks 
of the enemy, the Germans took an 
entire system of trenches on the 
northern slope of Hill No. 304. The 
German lines reached the top of the 
height. The enemy suffered extraor- 
dinarly heavy losses, so that only 
fotty unwounded officers and 1280 
soldiers were captured by us. At- 
tacks by the enemy on our positions 
slope of the hill 
were repulsed everywhere with 
heavy losses. 

8 of the Meuse on both sides 
of Triaumont farm there was bit- 
ter fighting. The enemy, along with 
other troops, employed negroes in 
the fighting east of the farm. The 
attack broke down and 300 men 
were made prisoners.

MAFIA AT WORK 
IN NEW ORLEANS 


Italians Shoot Man Down as 
He Stands in Saloon. 


Accused of the Crime. 


Motive for the Attack is Un- 
known to Police. 


[BY DIRECT DISPATCH.) 

NEW ORLEANS, May 8.—After 
a lapse of twenty-six years, the last 
man to be assassinated being Chief 
of Police Hennessy on October 16, 
1890, members of the Italian element 
of New Orleans this morning shot 
and dangerously wounded a white 
man not of their own race, when the 
murderous Mafia in hiding in the 
saloon of Biaggio Rizzo, Arabella 
and Coliseum streets, opened fire on 
George O. Swarz, a plumber, aged 
26, as he raised a glass of beer to 
his lips to drink. 

Swarz fell desperately wounded, 
a load of buckshot entering his face 
and back, while a revolver shot 
plunged into his left thigh. He lay 
on the floor and the Italians, after 
kicking him to make sure he was 
dead, retreated, 

TWO ARRESTS. 

Shortly afterwards Mrs. Biaggio 
Rizzo and her brother, John Bellaci, 
were arrested and are being held in 
connection with the crime. Rizzo

ONDON, May 8.—The summit of 
L Hill 304, west of the Meuse, is 
now in German hands. Step by 
step in the battle that has raged 
without cessation since Friday they 
have fought their way from the bot- 
tom up a slope literally purchased 
with thousands of lives. 
Tonight, for all the satisfaction 


there is in it, the Germans are able 
to look down on the other side of 
Hill 304 into more French trenches, 
more French guns, waiting to con- 
tinue the exaction of blood. 

Two months ago the loss of the 
crest of this most important hill 
north of the Charney Ridge would 
have thrown Paris into alarm. The 
capture of Hill 304 would have 
caused the French to evacuate Le 
Mort Homme and all the positions 
to the north of the ridge on which 
stands the first line of permanent 
fortifications. 

Now, despite German successes 
yesterday and Saturday, all France 
has turned its attention to the region 
around Soissons, where Gen. Petain 
has been transferred from Verdun. 
For some time observers have been 
expecting a German assault in this 
sector. Here the line bends closest 
to Paris and offers the best oppor- 
tunity for another thrust at the 
French capital. Putting Gen. Petain 
in charge of this critical position 
has helped to confirm the opinion 
that such an attack is in prepara- 
tion and that already Gen. Joffre has 
begun to make hig dispositions to 
counter it. 

Additional significance is also ient 
by the announcement made by the 
British War Office tonight that New 
Zealand and Australian troops have 
taken up positions on the west front. 
Although it has been known for 
gome time that Australian troops 
were in France, this is the first offi-

that he referred to because they 
seem to associate military training 
with public authority and to draw 
that training into some sort of con- 
nection with military organization. 
It is not inconsistent with American 
tradition that everybody should 
know how to shoot and take care of 
himself; on the contrary: that is dis- 
tinctly implied in our bills of righta, 
where the right to carry arms is re- 
served to all of us. There is no use 
carrying arms if you don't know 
what to do with them. I should 
say it was not inconsistent with the 
traditions of the country that the 
people should know how to take 
care of themselves; but it is incon- 
sistent with the traditions of the 
country that their knowledge of 
arms should be used by a govern- 
mental organization which would 
make and organize a great army 
subject to orders, to do what a par- 
ticular group of men might at the 
time think it was best to have it do. 
That is the militarism of Europe, 
where a few persons can determine 
what an armed nation is to do. 
That is what I understand militar- 
ism to be. But a nation acquainted 
with arms is not a militaristic na- 
tion unless there is somebody who 
can by an order determine what 
they shall do with that force. 1 
think we ought to be very careful not 
to let these different things seems 
as if they were the same. 


ADMITS ARMY SMALL. 


“When you come to ask how much 
preparation you can make, that 
a is a matter of judgment, and 

do not see how you can find any 
absolute standard upon which to de- 
termine that question. Take Mr. 
Eastman’s suggestion that we might 
have some arrangement by which 
the border of Mexico can be pa- 
trolled. There are not men enough 
in the existing American army to 
patrol that border. That is the 
mere physical fact. When things 
are at sixes and sevens in a neigh- 
boring country, as in Mexico, and 
everybody apparently a law unto 
himself, there are not men enough 
to safeguard that border! And yet, 
it is obviously the right thing to do 
to keep the disorders of one country 
from flowing over to disturb the 
pace of another country. That is 
not militarism; that is necessity. I 
do not need to tell you that I am 
just as much opposed to militarism 


‘las any man living—I think it fs a 


deadly thing to get into the spirit 
of a nation, and I do not think there 
is the elightest danger of its get- 
ting into the spirit of this nation— 
only I have to determine a very 
practical problem. I have to de- 
termine how large an army is not 
unreasonable for the United States. 
The largest army proposed, that of 
the Chamberlain bill, is 250,000 men, 
and as compared with an European 
standard that is extremely small in 
a number of a hundred millions. So 
that unless you regard it as a 
prophecy there is nothing extrava- 
gant in an army of 250,000 men. 

“The traditions of the American 
people have always been for a very 
powerful navy. We have never been 
jealous of the navy even in our most 
sensitive moments.“ 

One of the members of the com- 
mittee asked if the navy had not 
been increased tremendously. 

: MODEST NAVY. 

“Not tremendously,” President 
Wilson replied. “You see, our tasks 
have increased tremendously, the 
amount of sea that we have found 
it necessary to police, to take care 
of our distant possessions and be 
ready for exigencies of the most 
ordinary kind, quite independently 
of war, has increased tremendously. 
So that I earnestly hope that we 
may not antagonize reasonable pro- 
tection in our effort to avoid mili- 
tarism. I do not think it is going 
to need any very great effort- to 
avoid militarism, ‘because I quite 
agree with you that there we have 
got the sentiment of a great body 
of people behind us, and that, after 
all, is all that we care about. 

“As to the general thing we are all 
most profoundly interested in—and 
that is peace: We want the peace 
of the world. Now, I do not know, 
I cannot speak about what I am So- 
ing to speak about with any degree 
of confidence—I do not suppose 
any man can—but a nation which 
by the standards of other nations, 
however mistaken those standards 
may be, is regarded as helpless, is 
apt in general council to be regard- 
ed as negligible, and when you go 
into a council to establish founda- 
tions for the peace of the world you 
must go in on a basis intelligible 
to the people you are conferring 
with.“

we must take such steps as are neces- 
sary for our own safety as against the 
imposition of the standards of the 
rest of the world upon ourselves. 


We have undertaken very much 
more than the safety of the United 
States: we have undertaken to keep 
what we regard as demoralizing and 
hurtful European influences out of 
this hemisphere and that means that 
if the world undertakes, as we all 
hope it will undertake, a joint effort 
ta keep the peace, it will expect us 
to play our proportional part in 
manifesting the force which is going 
to rest back of that. 

“In the last analysis the AY 
of society is obtained by force, and 
when action comes—it comes by 
opinion, but back of the opinion 
is the ultimate application of force. 
The greater body of opinion says 
to the lesser body of opinion, We 
may be wrong, but you have to live 
under our direction for the time 
being, until you are more numerous 
than we are.“ That is what I under- 
stand it amounts to. 

“Now let us suppose that we have 
formed a family of nations and 
that family of nations says, The 
world is not going to have any 
more wars of this sort without at 
least first going through certain 

rocesses to show whether there is 
anything in its case or not.“ If you 
say, We shall not have any war.“ 
you have got to have the force to 
make that ‘shall’ bite. And the rest 
of the world, if America takes part 
in this thing, will have the right to 
expect from her that she contrib- 
utes her element of force to the gen- 
eral understanding.

“Our differe with Great Britain 
cannot form a subject of discussion 
with y It should be stated 
that in our dealings with the Brit- 
ish government we are ng as we 
are unquestionably bound to act in 
view of the explicit treaty engage- 
ments with that country. We have 
treaty obligations as to the manner 
in which matters in dispute between 
the two governments are to be han- 
died. We offered to assume mutually 
similar obligations with Germany, 
but the offer was declined. When, 
however, the subject in dispute is a 
continuing menace to American 
lives it is doubtful whether such 
obligations apply unless the menace 
is removed during the pendency of 
the proceedings.“ : 

AS TO AUSTRIA HUNGARY. 


Having arranged the submarine 
problem with Germany, the Presi- 
dent now will turn his attention to 
Austria-Hungary. The State Depart- 
ment made public today a report 
from Ambassador Penfield, present- 
ing the Austrian version of the de- 
struction of the Russian bark Im- 
perator. It shows that a submarine 
fired a warning shot at the craft; 
that a signal was made for all on 
board to abandon the ship: that, 
after waiting half an hour and ob- 
serving no move to obey the order, 
another shot was fired through the 
rigging which slightly wounded two 
men — one a Norwegian and the 
other a Russian Finn—and there- 
upon the crew took to the boats. 
The submarine gave medical treat- 
ment to the injured and then took 
the boats in tow and placed the men 
on a Dutch steamer. There was one 
American citizen, Einsraxel Swen- 
son, on board the Imperator, and 
the Austrian government had no 
knowledge of his fate. Information 
received by the State Department 
shows he was rescued. The Aus- 
trian report will be compared with 
the other evidence in the possession 
of the State Department. Should 
it appear that the Austrian version 
of facts is incorrect, strong repre- 
sentations will be made to Vienna 
with a view to securing a declara- 
tion limiting the operations of Aus- 
tro - Hu submarines to the 
same scope as those under which 
German submarines are ed to 
cruise in the future.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, May 8.—William F. Stone, 
sergeant-at-arms of the Republican 
National Committee, and when not 
in politics a Baltimore banker, 
opened the doors of the Coliseum at 
10 o'clock this morning and plunged 
into the work of laying out the bat- 
tleground for the G.O.P. convention, 
now twenty-seven days off. 

The energy with which Mr. Stone 
tackled the job of directing a small 
army of carpenters and other me- 
chanics indicated that he, head of 
the Stone-Jackson faction, which 
controls Republican politics in 
Maryland, and one of the powers in 
the Old Guard, expects it to be some 
battle. Mr. Stone came 
fresh from a victory over 
borough forces, and has tucked in 
his vest pocket a list of sixteen dele- 
gates who probably will vote for the 


candidate whom the Old Guard de- 
cides to support. 

After scrutinizing the architect's 
plans and specifications, getting re- 
ports from the local committee, 
which, headed by Fred W. Upham, 
had all its preparations made up to 
the minute, Mr. Stone inquired about 
the roof. 

Architects and carpenters looked 
at one another in amazement. 

“The roof?" asked one. 

“Why. we haven't done 
with the roof. It's all right.” 

“Possibly,” smiled Mr. Stone. “But 
you know they say there's going to 
be a stampede for somebody in this

“I'm just a mere servant of the 
party,“ he broke in. “Fix me up 
last. The honor should go to the 
temporary chairman to arrange his 
platform first.” 

Carlson and Hall surrendered. 
This feat definitely fixed upon Mr. 
Stone full responsibility for the in- 
terior arrangements, and a derrick, 
four joists and a quantity of heavy 
planks were drawn into the build- 
ing, and the work of constructing 
the platform which the temporary 
chairman, Senator W. B. Harding, 
is to occupy Was begun. It will be 
the first piece of work completed 
if Mr. Stone’s orders are carried 
out to the letter. 

MANY WANT SEATS. 

Applications are already in for 
fully 10,000 seats, it became known 
today. Visitors from all over the 
country are writing and telegraph- 
ing for reservations, and Mr. Stone 
is promised a busy time attending to 
these preliminaries. The sergeant- 
at-arms’ final OK on capacity ar- 
rangements will not be given until 
after tomorrow, when Fred W. Up- 
ham is to return to Chicago and the 
matter will be taken up with him. 

Before deciding to hold that ques- 
tion in abeyance, Mr. Stone made a 
siudy of the contractors’ blue prints. 
These showed that in the neighbor- 
hood of 2500 seats for visitors are to 
be provided in the baiconies and 750 
more on the messanine floor. If 
possible, Mr. Stone wants this num- 
ber increased. 

Mr. Stone will lay out the battle 
ground; and the campaign managers 
of the various candidates, the favor- 
ite sons, receptives and the dark 
horses will dig trenches for their 
own regiments once they get on to 
the floor. Likewise will the mana- 
gers bring in their own machine 
guns, howitzers and chlorine gas.

Methodists Adopt Revision of 
Old-time Ritual. 


Return to Wesley. 


Four Bishops are to Retire at 


SARATOGA SPRINGS (N. Y.) 
May 8 —The Methodist general 
conference resumed its sessions to- 
day with Bishop Wilson of New 
York presiding. The question of 
retiring bishops by limitation of age 
at 73 years called out some inter- 
esting speeches, Dr. F. M. Larkin 
of the Southern California delega- 
tion got the floor and made a 
stirring speech supporting the age 
retirement of bishops. Four bishops 
They 
are Eari Cranston, John W. Hamil- 
ton, and two of the missionary 
bishops, Hartzell of Africa and Har- 
ris of Japan. 

The revision of the Methodist 
ritual was a matter that stirred the 
entire body. Many brief and bright 
speeches were made. Modern terms 
for the expression of the beliefs of 
the church .were in most cases 
adopted by the conference. 

This conference shows itself to be 
wide awake to the principles of 
progress everywhere. hree impor- 
tant changes were made today in 
the ritual. In the part for infant 
baptism, the words “living member” 
are substituted for the old words 
“lively member.” 

In another change in the ritual for 
infant baptiem, the conference cut 
out the old phrase. “conceived and 
born in sin.” 

The conference also voted to per- 
mit Methodist ministers to use the 
authorized version of the scriptures, 
where scripture is quoted in the 
ritual instead of the “King James” 
version. 

These are considered to be the 
most important changes the confer- 
ence has made thus far at this ses- 
sion, 

REVISION REPORT. 

Prof. Harris F. Rall of Barrett 
Biblical Institute, secretary of the 
commission for the revision of the 
ritual, presented his report at the 
general conference session this 
morning. A commission to revise 
the ritual of the church was ap- 
pointed at the general conference of 
1904, which reported in 1908, but 
its report did not get bevond the 
committee to which it was ro- 
ferred. Another commission was 
appointed and reported to the gen- 
eral conference of 1912, but no ac- 
tion was taken on the report, be- 
yond giving authority to the bishops 
to appoint a new commission to re- 

rt to this general conference in 
1916, which was done this morning. 

In presenting his report, Dr. Rall 
stated that the few changes sug- 
gested were made to secure a better 
and more adequate statement of

Christian truth and one more consis- 
tent with Methodist doctrine. The 
present commission has utilized the 
work of the commission of 1908. 
Among the most important changes 
made by the report presented were 
the following: 

IMPORTANT CHANGES. | 

The American revised version of 
the Bible is used except in pas- 
sages from the Psalms. The words 
“holy spirit’ are substituted for the 
old form “holy ghost.” 

In the Lord’s Prayer, the words 
“those who trespass nst us” are 
used instead of “them that trespass 
against us,“ as formerly. 

The service for infant baptism 
has been very much abbreviated. 
The services for ordination of elders 
and deaconesses and deacons have 
also been made briefer. The present 
gurial service has been modified, 
principally through the use of ad- 
ditional scripture selections, with the 
purpose of giving fuller expression 
to the Christian hope and comfort 
as found in the New Testament. Two 
new forms have been added, one 
a form for the burial of children 
and one for the reception of bap- 
—— children into full member- 

P. 

RETURNS TO WESLEY. 

Another change of great impor- 
tance is the recommendation of the 
com mission that candidates for 
membership should not be required 
to subscribe to the Aposties’ creed 
and the twenty-five articles of re- 
ligion of the Methodist Episcopal 


Church. In place of this subscrip- 
tion, which was formerly required 
in the service of adult Baptism, the 
question, “Dost thou receive and 
}profess the Christian as contained 
in the New Testament of our Lord, 
Jesus Christ?” is substituted. Dr. 
Rall stated that this was simply a 
return to the position originally 
held by John Wesley and the post- 
tion of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church up until 1864. In this con- 
nection Dr. Rall read a letter from 
Dr. W. F. Warren, president emeri- 
tus of Boston University, in which 
he said: “My dissatisfaction with 
the form introduced in 1864 has 
been on the ground that it adds to 
the New Testament requirements for 
church membership, the taking of 
certain extra scriptural vows and 
s0 narrows the door which gives to 
the convert his due access to the 
communion of saints and the supper 
of his Lord.” 

In the marriage service the re- 
sponses of the bride and groom are 
made exactly alike. The words for- 
merly repeated by the groom, “With 
all my worldly goods I thee en- 
low,” are omitted. In the form for 
consecratinge bishops, the question is 
added, Will vou ever seek to deal 
justly and kindly with your breth- 
ren of the ministry?”

“No one can tell you truthfully 
that it is necessary to duplicate exist- 
ing electric distributing systems when 
we have been offered the chance to 
buy these systema, with all the busi- 
ness attached as going, paying con- 
cerns, in either five or ten years at 
our option and at a price to be fixed 
by the Railroad Commission. | 

“In the meantime we can sell al! 
the power we can generate at a

“Instead of this we are asked to go 
ahead and waste the ers’ 
money on estimates. Were there 
ever any estimates made good, even 
on the smaliest bungalow? Perhaps 
the bungalow itself may have cost 
what it started out to cost, but what 
of the lawn, the service connections 
and outbuildings? 

Do you wonder that people who 

hought they would invest their 

oney in Los Angeles come out here 
with large sums running into mil- 
lions, look over the conditions and 
go back East, taking their money 
with them? When you strike a blow 
at real estate, you strike a blow at 
every citizen in Los Angeles. I am 
not here to knock any one nor de- 
fend anyone, but to do what I can 
to awake you to true conditions. 

“Ask anyone on the street how 
much we have spent on the aque- 
duct and you will be told $23,000,- 
000. That was only one bond issue. 
Other bonds have been voted for wa- 
ter rights, pipe line, power plant and 
distributing systems, making a total 
for aqueduct and power systems of 
$36,000,000 and that is not all. Get 
some one to figure for you how much 
interest has been charged the 


total cost of the aqueduct over $44,- 
000,000. This is constantly increas- 
ing. The interest on our city debt

All of Sunday and yesterday 
the government was in abso- 
lute control of one of the two 
lines of the Transcontinental 
Telephone Company, and it 
will retain charge today. Di- 
rect wires have deen cut 
through from San Diego to 
New York, from New York to 
various Texag points and from 
New York and Washington to 
all the larger cities of the in- 
terior United States. 

This has left but one line 
across the continent free for

Tiiness of a Month Fatal to Dr. 
Elbert Wing, President of Muni- 
cipal League and for Many Years 
Active in this City — Funeral 
Service Tomorrow. 


Dr. Elbert Wing, for many years 
a well-known physician of this city, 
died at his residence, No. 2146 West 
Adams street, yesterday afternoon, 
after an iliness of about a month, 


although he had been in failing 
health for the past year. 

The funeral will be conducted at 
the residence at 4 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon in the presence of friends, 
rae the interment will be private. 


Wing of this city and 
Easter of El Paso, who is now here. 
He was the brother of the late Dr. 
Horace B. Wing. 

He was born in Chicago, October 
3, 1862, and for many years lived 
in that city. After his medical 
studies there he went abroad, and 
for four or five years studied in the 
German universities and hospitals. 
He was married in Chicago to Char- 
lotte Halliday, daughter of the late 
Capt. W. P. Halliday of Cairo, III. 
There were no children. 

Dr. Wing practiced medicine in 
Chicago many years, and was also 
a professor in the Chicago Medical 
Institute for several years.

He was president of the Municipal 
League and was deeply interested in 
matters of social hygiene and bet- 
terments.

UROPE GROWS WEARY. 

Judging from official] dispatches and 
the tone of the press in the belligerent 
countries, one might well suppose thé war- 
ring nations of Europe, one and all, were 
determined to carry the quarrel, if need be, 
into the next century—that rather than ac 
cept any compromise or agree to any terms 
except of their own dictations they would 
sacrifice every dollar, every interest and 
every man they possess; that old men and 
maidens, young men and children were ir- 
revocably united in the swan-song of vic- 
tory or death. 

This is just high-pitched, supersentimen- 
talized, patriotic bloviating, commonly 
known as hot air. It is manufactured by 
the few to hearten their friends and dis- 
courage their enemies. It would be aston- 
ishing indeed did it come from the masses 
of the war-harassed victims and not, as it 
does, from the official mouthpiece. The at- 
titude is brave and heartsome in its way, 
like that of a well-groomed hostess who 
smiles pleasantly when a clumsy guest 


But Europe’s bravery, like the hostess’s 
smile, is artificial. 

Beneath the surface of confidence flows 
a deep undercurrent of doubt, where busi- 
ness men whisper to business men behind 
the racket of the guns and where mothers’ 
hearts go out to other mothers’ hearts 
across the cruel gashes that have trenched 


The words still softly spoken, however, 
are growing deeper and fuller, and though 
the soldiers rage furiously and the states- 
men imagine a vain thing, though the kings 
of the earth stand up and the rulers take 
counsel together, the vox populi—in this 
case truly the vox Dei—pleads for a rest 
from the ceaseless, aimless suffering, for 
an easing of the unprofitable burden, for a 
turning in the long lane that leads to no- 
where. 

Could a poll be taken of any people in 
any country of Europe, free from the con- 
trol of the military and official element, to 
pass on the question of ending the war by 
a return to the exact ante-bellum conditions, 
leaving to each its original boundaries, we 
believe the vote would be overwhelmingly 
for peace on these terms. Under such an 
agreement every country could lay down its 
arms Without loss of honor or prestige, and 
it is for honor and prestige alone that the 
rival leaders claim they are carrying on 
the fight. 

The official head, the brave front and the 
stout heart häve so far dominated the sit- 
uation, but the empty stomach, the worn- 
out muscles and the overtaxed nerves are 
beginning to rebel. To mask this at times 
the stout heart protests its stoutness a lIft- 
tle too noisily. 


Every month of fresh material loss added 
to the past destruction of the war glorifies 
no cause, brings no advantage to either con- 
testant and renders the final settling of the 
accounts more hopelessly désperate. The 
most exalted forms of honor and prestige 
must stoaqp to count the cost, not only in 
human lives, but in marks and francs and 
pounds sterling. 

Honesty is the base of honor. Surely an 
honest nation esteems the payment of all 
debts incurred as an end more honorable 
than crushing an adversary. It becomes 
strikingly more evident that no belligerent 
in Europe can crush out a brother belliger- 
ent and be in a position afterwards to pay 
us debts. To maintain national prestige 
one must first of all ensure happiness and 
safety for one’s own people. Each eontin- 
ued month of the war makes Europe every- 
where more miserable and less secure. For 
statesmen to say that it is necessary to 
continue the war because prestige requires 
it is like saying a man to preserve his dig- 
nity must bite off his own nose. 

In truth Europe grows weary of the fool- 
ish, forlorn war into which a few ambitious 
diplomats have plunged her. Every day the 
undertones of the people become more em- 
phatic and less easy to drown in manufac- 
tured official ardor. That lesser voice will 
soon be strong enough to compe! attention 
and then the demand for reasonable peace 
terms all around will have to be obeyed. 
God send that the time come speedily. 
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A NATION OF NATIONS. 

The thought of the world has often 
been expressed to the effect that there ought 
to be some better way of settling differ- 
ences between nations than by the destruc- 
tion of individuals. Statesmen have devised 
and peoples have accepted two principal 


schemes to bring about a more permanent 


peace among nations. One of these was by 
means of world power, as in the Roman 
Empire, where for more than 300 years 
peace was maintained, but was interrupted 
by internal strife. The second scheme, the 
maintenance of the “balance of power,” has 
collapsed in the present war. 

The plan of establishing an international 
tribunal was proposed in ancient days by 
Grotius, and, near the close of the eight- 
eenth century, by Alexander I of Russia. A 
century later Czar Nicholas II took practical 
steps to bring about a conference of the 
nations at The Hague. Twenty-six nations 
sent representatives to this, the first Hague 
conference, all being Europeans except the 
United States, Mexico, China, Persia and 


Siam. Important questions were diseussed | 


and a convention for the settlement of dis- 
putes by arbitration respecting the usages 
of war on land and sea was signed by 
many, but not by all, the representatives 
present. The conference was a failure in 
that it omitted to provide or even to sug- 
gest means of enforcing the decisions of an 
international tribunal. 

A second peace conference was held at 
The Hague in 1907. At tis conference 
forty-four nations were represented. The 
principal question discussed was a method 
to put an end to the piling up of armaments. 
Many delegates, especially those represent- 
ing France, urged the adoption of an inter- 
national code of law and the settlement of 
disputes between civilized nations without 
war by an international arbitration court. 
This conference, like that of 1899, failed to 
formulate any plan for giving shape and 
force to its decrees. 

A third Hague conference was to have 
taken place in 1915, and it was expected 
that it would be able to agree upon an et- 
fective plan for a world legislature to enact 
world laws, a world court to interpret them 
and a world armed constabulary on land 
and sea to enforce the decrees, for, without 
coercive power, both moral and physical, to 
enforce the laws of a world parliament, such 
laws as a rule of action would be useless. 

The outbreak of the war in 1914 put an 
end to the proposed meeting in 1915 of an- 
other Hague conference. 

It is possible, and indeed is probable, that 
the end of the great war—and it must end, 
if not in victory for one side or the other, 
then in mutual economic and financial ex- 
haustion—will draw both combatants and 
neutrals into a great peace federation in 
which each nation, while preserving intact 
its autonomy, its laws, its legislatures, its 
courts and its internal police force, will 
yet co-operate with all the states compris- 
ing the “nation of nations.” 

A nation no more than an individual can 
be governed by greed and self-interest and 
live in peace, 

The same ideals of justice, honor, right- 
eousness and, helpfulness which apply to 
individuals apply equally to nations: 
“The stream with a more sure eternal ten- 


dency

Their own devouring slavery.” 

When all the nations shall rise into a 
truer conception of universal law and real- 
ize to a greater extent than any nation has 
hitherto done that the same moral obliga- 
tions rest between nations as between in- 
dividuals and shall organize and sustain a 
“nation of nations” then we shall have 
world peace, world prosperity and world 
happiness—and not until then.

ORE LANGUAGE. 

The South African Assembly has just 
adopted a motion insisting that all South 
African civil servants must be able to reply 
in the language in which they are ad- 
dressed, Dutch or English. As more than 
half of the South African civil service is in 
the hands of Englishmen, this is an insin- 
uatingly subtle method of keeping Boer 
Duteh in the world’s vocabulary. Boer 
Dutch is a remote relation to Holland Dutch, 
80 one can readily see that Englishmen in 
South Africa have other troubles besides 
the war. It is often an admixture of Kaffir, 
Zulu, Hottentot and Malay pigeon English 
hung together with Dutch verbs. One can 


‘Imagine the consternation of the Germans 


when they have annexed England and ac- 
cordea it home rule—as, of course, they 
would, if one takes their promises to Ire- 
land and Poland and Belgium as evidence— 
if Britain were mean enough to pass such a 
motion. Every county of England has its 
own special dialect, and a Cornishman is 
barely able to make himself understood ir 
Yorkshire, a Welshman never anywhere, a 
Scot very imperfectly in the rest of the 
United Kingdom, and a London Cockney no- 
where but in the East End of London.

Practically all of the more advanced 
advocates of engenics forget that the 
greatest minds, as well as the sound- 
est bodies, have not been the issue 
of ideal parents or even of ideal 
strains, but have come from stock 
ordinarily regarded as negligible in 
any sense of race improvement. Eu- 
genics wisely applied—perhaps in 
the distant future when its true 
principles shall have become clearly 
understood—may prove of some 
practical value. But we cannot now 
overlook the truth that, under the 
system of natural selection. which 
has hitherto prevailed, the race has 
steadily progressed in physical ex- 
cellence and in mental capacity in 
spite of an ancestry, only three gen- 
erations removed, that defied all 
the rules of health and even of mo- 
rality as set by our modern stand- 
ards.

At the same time, the Public Serv- 
fice Board took initial steps towards 
a suit to force the public service 
corporations within the city to admit 
the Municipal Power Bureau to the 
Joint Pole Committee so that some 
of the city’s power lines may be 
strung on poles already in use by 
the power and telephone companies. 
This notice was served by the city 
with regard to a pole at Avenue 
Sixty-four and Pasadena avenue. A

notice on the city that it will not 
permit the Power Bureau to place 
wires on any poles belonging all 
or in part to the Los Angeles Gas 
and Electric Corporation. 

The Conwell plan for adjusting 


the power companies in a manner 
that will avoid the necessity for du- 
plication and protect the city’s in- 
terests, proposes that the city shall 
lease the distributing systems as soon 
as the plants are in condition to 
produce power. A lease price of 7 
per cent. on the value of the lines 
is fixed for the first year and 6 per 
cent. for the second year.
